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Knitting up the Skeleton Coast 

What better way to occupy your time in between airborne geophysical surveys, 
250 feet up in the air, flying over the Namibian coast than to practise your 
Norwegian knitting skills? Australian author, Beverley Eikli, explains. 




K nitting and 
flying aerial 
surveys were, 

I discovered during 
the grieving period 
that followed 
my mother s 
unexpected death, 
a marriage made in 
heaven. Cocooned 
in a Cessna 404, gazing between the computer 
screen in front of me and the bleak beauty 
below as we contoured Greenland's Ice Cap 
for eight-hour sorties, I felt she was up there 
somewhere nearby, amongst the clouds that 
surrounded us. 

As an airborne geophysical survey operator 
my job was the quality control of the data 
that appeared on the computer screen, and 
technical trouble shooting. Survey lines of 
several hundred kilometres left me with a lot 
of time to brood, so knitting during the long 
periods of inactivity that followed inputting 
the coordinates for the lines the pilot would 
fly kept my mind and hands occupied with 
creating something marvellous rather than 
dwelling on what I'd lost. 

Until the age of 29 I had never been a knitter. 
Growing up in Lesotho and Australia, I'd learned 
to knit the English method at school but my 
fingers -and the wool - were forever being tied 
up in knots and as none of my family knitted, 
there was no one to help correct my mistakes. 

That all changed when I spent ten months 
in Norway and the creation of traditional 
Norwegian sweaters became a fascination of 
mine. Newly married and on holiday, I found a 
mentor in my talented mother-in-law Elsa who 
exposed me to the Continental style of knitting 
Norwegians favour whereby seemingly 
complicated traditional designs are knitted 
on the round before the sweater is cut to 
insert the arms, neckline and, if it's a cardigan, 
cut down the front. Many years later when I 
became editor of Austra//an Country Croft & 
Decorating magazine, my crafty colleagues 
- especially the knitters - reacted with horror 
at what they considered sacrilege but I've 



always found knitting on the round and then 
cutting between tight machine stitching a fast 
and effective way of incorporating design and 
colour into my knitting. 

Our Norwegian holiday was to be a bridging 
couple of weeks between living in Botswana 
and starting a year's survey job in Namibia. 



My husband, Eivind, had been a bush pilot, 
ferrying guests and supplies between the 
dozens of luxury safari lodges dotted across 
the game-rich Okavango Delta when we'd 
met around a camp fire at beautiful Jedibe 
Camp the night before I was due to fly home 
to Australia and resume my job as a journalist

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on a metropolitan daily. Friendship turned 
to love during eight months of letter writing 
and several months after Eivind had come to 
Australia to propose I gave up my job and left 
the country and my family to make my home 
with him in a remote thatched cottage in the 
middle of a mopane forest by a flood plain 
12km out of the frontier town of Maun. 

The following year the Okavango idyll had 
come to a natural, mutually agreed end and we 
were on holiday in Norway, waiting for a start 
date for a 12-month survey contract in Namibia; 
however as weeks turned into months of delays, 
and the Norwegian evenings grew colder 
and longer, I was desperate for diversion. 
Fortunately knitting and learning the language 
of the family Fd married into satisfied that need. 

In Norway one was expected to bring one s 
knitting to most social occasions and 
I spent many pleasant evenings with my three 
Norwegian sisters-in-law and their friends 
who helped me with Norwegian translation - 
both in conversation and in knitting patterns 
-and who wouldn't have dreamed of having 
unoccupied hands while either watching 
television or chatting. During that year I 
learned passable Norwegian (which twenty 
years later is a huge help when we return to 
Norway on holiday) and I knitted four sweaters 
before finally we were in Namibia, living in an 
elegant apartment in Windhoek. 

Soon, though, I became bored being the 
pilot's wife who stayed at home, so after 
the company's chief technician recruited an 
eighteen-year-old he'd met in the bar on the 
basis that this lad didn't throw up on funfair 



roller-coasters, I persuaded the company 
that I, too, should be trained as an airborne 
geophysical survey operator since I didn't throw 
up at funfairs either. The fact I weighed lOOlb 
less than the other burly operator/technicians, 
meaning more fuel could be uplifted and 
therefore more survey lines could be flown 
during each sortie, was the deciding factor, and 
so I began my new, unlikely career.

It was a great life. Eivind and I were the only 
husband and wife pilot/operator in the business, 
living between our apartment in Windhoek and 
the company apartment in Swakopmund. 

I had left Norway in the middle of a knitting 
project, however, when I took up my new job 
I found I was able to monitor the data on the 
screen with my hands free, and therefore finish 
the Norwegian sweater I'd been making for 
Eivind. In addition to being the only female 
airborne geophysical survey operator working 
for the company, I was, unsurprisingly, the 
only knitter. 

For the most part only two colours are 
used on each line for traditional Norwegian 
sweaters, however, clever colourways can give 
the impression of a design that looks far more 
complicated than the reality. Working with 
the right side of the design always facing, and 
controlling the wool predominantly with my left 
hand while flicking off the stitches with the right 
needle meant I knitted much more quickly than 
when I'd tried the English method. In Norway, 
when I lived there, it was common to see 
teenage girls taking their knitting with them, on 
buses and working behind shop counters. 

At the end of the Namibian contract Eivind and 
I both secured jobs with a Canadian company. 
Though we were based in Ottawa for three 
years, long contracts in Greenland, Sweden and 
French Guiana meant we spent little time there. 

The only survey contract where I didn't knit on 
the job was in French Guiana. The turbulence, 
heat and humidity created a nightmarish 
environment in the Cessna's cabin during eight 
hours sorties and I was too busy timing when to

throw up between setting up and closing 
off survey lines to even think about knitting. 

I lost eight kilos in three months. 

My four years of knitting my way around the 
world at 250 feet above ground in a Cessna 
404 and, later, a CASA 212 (which is like a small 
troop carrier) was a wonderfully exciting way 
to start married life. Eivind and I were together 
twenty four hours a day, or apart for weeks if 
we were sent on different contracts. 

My fellow crew mates were great fun to work 
and socialise with but there were times when, 
as the only woman, I didn'tfeel like playing 
cards, or drinking beer. 

That's when I retreated to my own room or 
cabin or tent to write romance. I'd written my 
first novel at the age of seventeen, however, 
drowning the heroine on the final page was 
not, I discovered, in keeping with the genre 
so my romance-writing career ground to a halt 
and I'd worked as a journalist in the years prior 
to starting my life in survey. 

Knitting was a great occupation for keeping 
busy in company, but writing was my activity 
for the many evenings I spent alone and away 
from friends and family and based in remote 
locations around the world. On these occasions 
I worked hard at creating believable character 
arcs and thoroughly-deserved happy ever after 
endings. My first five novels were all rejected or 
just gathered dust on my hard drive. However, 
my return to a stable life back in Australian after 
Eivind took up the Chief Pilot's position in Sydney 
gave me the chance to join a writer's group. 

It was wonderful to get feedback from fellow 
writers on all the romance-writing mistakes I 
was making, and over the next few years I won a 
number of Romo nee Writers of Australia and RW 
- New Zealand competitions before I was offered 
my first contract with Robert Hale in 2009. 



Now, as I watch television with my husband 
and two daughters in a little town north of 
Melbourne my hands are occupied with 
knitting a Norwegian Fanakofte for our eight- 
year-old using a non traditional colourway of 
rose pink and white, which will be finished with 
embroidered tape I bought during a family 
reunion in Norway and Sweden eighteen 
months ago. Elsa, my greatly beloved mother- 
in-law has passed away but my sister-in-law, 
Kristin, who sent me the pattern, is a constant 
source of knitting and quilting advice. 

I've estimated that by the time I've finished 
the body of the sweater I'll be receiving my 
box of author copies containing my debut 
novel with my new publisher. Choc Lit. The 
Reluctant Bride, a Regency romance full of 
spying and mystery set between the French 
Revolution and the Battle of Waterloo is about 
a war hero who marries the bereaved fiance 
of his dead, philandering colleague in order 
to save the beautiful young woman from 
dishonour and destitution only to find he's 
competing with a martyr for her love. 

It won Choc Lit's Search for an Australian 
Star competition just before Christmas and, 
like the warm woolly sweaters I make, it's 
multi-layered and was as fun to create as it was 
time-consuming. Hopefully, also like a warm 
woolly sweater, it'll be perfect for long winter 
evenings and will stand the test of time.

Craftydermy 

Combining craft with taxidermy? Yes, it's a thing. Hoxton Handmade explores 
the craze that is sweeping the Arts & Crafts scene 



O ver the years I have come to realise 
that there is almost nothing that 
cannot be rendered in yarn, and yet 
I wasn't quite prepared for the extraordinarily 
lifelike appearance of Shauna Richardson's 
'crochetdermy'. It's a term she invented herself 
to describe the animal sculptures she makes 
using crochet, which are very much influenced 
by traditional taxidermy, hence crochetdermy®. 
She works at a life-size scale, though many of 
you will know her for the enormous larger-than- 
life crocheted lions she created for the Cultural 
Olympiad in 2012. 

Looking at her Brown Bear, Hind, and Lioness 
pieces, they may be made out of wool, but 
there's nothing cute about them. These are wild 
animals; teeth bared, muscles rippling under 
the skin, caught in a moment like a mosquito 
in amber. "My aim is to create something that 



looks like taxidermy, so realism is important", 
says Shauna. "I use a freestyle technique and 
respond to the animal as I go along. With each 
one I concentrate on anatomy and highlight that 
as much as I can. Realism is something not so 
easy to achieve in crochet, the challenge always 
is to create an animal using wool that in no way 
says cuddly toy". Shauna's design process 
varies depending on whether she is working to 
commission or creating for a specific show and 
it can take anything up to four months to create 
one of the very large pieces. For Shauna, "that 
the pieces look like taxidermy is key". 

Traditional taxidermy had its heyday in the 
Victorian era, both for displaying a chap's hunting 
trophies and because a beautifully preserved 
peacock just adds a certain something to one's 
home decor. Occasionally enthusiasm would 
overcome anatomical accuracy, which explains 



the fabulous walrus in London's Horniman 
Museum. Never having seen a live walrus and its 
folds of skin, the Victorian taxidermist who stuffed 
him smoothed out every wrinkle and created 
a one-ton beast that's now the highlight of the 
Museum's collection. 

However, as many real animals became 
both more accessible and more endangered, 
taxidermy fell out of fashion. It's difficult not to feel 
just a little bad about that wall-mounted animal 
head in your living room, as David Attenborough 
is breathlessly showing you the real thing in its 
natural habitat where, let's face it, it looks a lot 
happier. Gone were the dusty pelts and feathers 
glaring ominously from wall brackets and glass 
display cases, instead we embraced the clean 
lines and corpse-free interiors of Ikea and John 
Lewis. Of course, as with so many fashions, they 
all come around again, and taxidermy has been

having a bit of a revival in recent years. For certain 
hipsters and retro enthusiasts looking for a little 
ironic kitsch or an interior design statement, 
taxidermy is perfect. For those of us who are 
perhaps less keen on the macabre undertones 
or simply prefer a more creative approach, hand 
crafted taxidermy -craftydermy, if you will - may 
provide the answer. 

Tracey Benton from the Atelier Contemporary 
Craft Gallery in Devon certainly thinks so; she's 
curated a book on the subject and launched a 
website to unite makers and crafters working in 
this field. "The idea for Cra/tydermy started to 
form after I saw Amelia Fever's exhibition at the 



Farm. Whilst several of the artists involved in 
the Craftydermy project, or those working 
independently, have trained and studied art in a 
formal setting many others, like Antonia, came 
to it later in life and are self-taught. "From an 
early age I always enjoyed making crafty things", 
says Antonia, "my mum taught me to knit when I 
was 10, 1 didn't learn to crochet until I just turned 
40! My first crochet project was a granny square 
blanket. I loved the simplicity and traditional 
aspect of the craft and the fact that you could 
make something that was individual and 
modern just by combining a variety of different 
coloured wools. Once I mastered a few simple

graduate show New Designers, where she had 
created these amazing stoles of endangered 
species using a mix of knitting, felting and 
embroidery", says Tracey. "Her message was 
simple; you don't need to kill animals for their 
pelts. The message struck a chord and it got me 
thinking about the possibility of an irreverent 
take on traditional Victorian taxidermy. So I 
invited artists from different craft disciplines 
to create new work for an exhibition titled 
Cro/tydermy- taxidermy with a craft twist." 

It resulted in work that has proved popular with 
visitors to the gallery. "Most of my customers 
buy a piece of work simply because they fall in 
love with it; often it makes them smile or they feel 
that a particular piece will make someone else 
smile. What we've tried to do with Craftydermy 
is steer away from twee and focus on work that 
is beautifully crafted by hand; you can clearly 
see the maker's skill in each piece. That said it's 
also a little bit tongue-in-cheek. For example 
many people double take at Emma Cocker's 
knitted antlers, because at first they look like 
traditional taxidermy." 

One of the artists Tracey has 
been working with is 
Antonia Eckersley 
of Crochet 



crochet stitches I realised how flexible a material 
it was and I wanted to be a bit more creative, 
making things that were three dimensional." 

Antonia's wall-mounted animal heads may be 
inspired by taxidermy but they couldn't be more 
different in appearance. There's a warmth to 
them that goes beyond the use of natural fibres 
and British wool. Their expressive features and 
the clever use of textured stitches seem 
to evoke each animal's personality 
more than its anatomy and it's 
clear that several of them 
are very personal to 
Antonia. "I am 
a big animal 
lover. I have 




always owned a dog, my first dog Oscar was a 
wired haired Dachshund and was our street s 
local rat catcher. I love making the crochet dog 
heads. I have crocheted our dog Rupert and 
also our other dog Dot. When I make the animal 
heads their little characters evolve as I start 
putting in the features. With the dogs I make, it s 
the addition of the ears, eyes and eyebrows that 
make the characters come alive." 

A childhood influence can be found in other 
artists' work as well. Abigail Brown creates 
stunning coloured birds out of fabric and fanciful 
creatures out of papier mache. "Working in fabric 
is just something I don't even question", says 
Abigail. "My grandmother was a seamstress and 
spending so much time with her as a child, fabric 
and thread became very natural objects to me. 
Using them to express my artistic ideas was an 
obvious thing to do. But I'm fascinated by many 
mediums and over the years I've tried all kinds 
of materials to create in 3D; clay, papier mache, 
wire, felt, wood. I came back to papier mache 
recently because my hands were really suffering 
from the way I work in fabric. When I work solidly 
on my fabric sculpture it cripples my hands so I 



was desperate to develop work that allowed me 
a bit of a break and didn't take me so long. Paper 
was the obvious answer and it allows me to draw 
and paint and use my illustration, which can get a 
bit forgotten about." 

Looking at Abigail's bird sculptures, you 
can see the detailed work she's talking about. 
Exquisitely crafted feathers in a dazzling array 
of coloured fabrics adorn each one, from 
little birds you can imagine flitting about 
your garden, to more exotic flamingos and 
peacocks.

species and others are more fanciful creations. 

"I made my first bird for a friend who asked for 
one as a birthday present and they just evolved 
from there. I'm fascinated greatly with birds 
because I enjoy colour so much. Their forms 
are relatively simple so it allows me to focus on 
replicating their beautiful feathers and vibrant 
colours." Abigail's work isn't directly inspired 
by taxidermy, "for me it came from a love of 
animals, a collection of stuffed toys as a child; I 
just began giving life to the drawings of animals 
I created." Nevertheless she can see that both 
involve an appreciation of the animal. "I don't 
dislike taxidermy but I wouldn't necessarily want 
it in my home. I think a lot of people feel similarly 
so the fabric versions offer an alternative." 

As is so often the case with craft, it's the 
range of influences, materials and techniques 
that is so inspiring. Craftydermy seems to be 
a growing movement, but it's a broad-based 
term and there's room within it for a variety 
of approaches. Whether it's the challenge of 
creating realistic animals from unusual materials, 
or breathing life into the whimsical creatures 
of imagination, there's no limit to what you can 
make with a little crafty skill. So open up your 
yarn stash, dig out your fabric collection and rifle 
through your button box, and you can create 
your very own menagerie. • 
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Playing the odds 

Fiona Morris looks at combining more than one yarn to create interesting 
colourways, textures or even just making your yarn go further 




Y ou may want to combine several yarns into 
one piece for various reasons. You may 
not have enough of any one yarn to make 
a whole garment. You may want to tone down 
the colour of one yarn. You may want to improve 
the feel and drape of a yarn in the knitted 
fabric or you may want to develop your own 
unique colour combination using hand-dyed or 
hand-painted yarns. You could work the yarns 
in a variety of stripes or stitch patterns but one 
method that allows you to combine yarns well 
is working one-row stripes. In this issue I have 
designed a Checkerboard gansey (page 26) 
using three yarns to create an interesting colour 
grading effect using this technique. 

If you decide to work in one-row stripes you 
need an odd number of yarns. Using three 
yarns to work in one-row stripes works well and 
you can use five yarns but more than five yarns 
can cause problems with carrying the yarns up 
the side of your knitting. When working with 
three yarns, cast on with Yarn 1, join in and knit 
the first row with Yarn 2, join in and knit the 
second row with Yarn 3, pick up Yarn 1 again 
and knit the third row, pick up Yarn 2 and knit 
the fourth row, pick up Yarn 3 and knit the fifth 
row etc. By working with an odd number of 
yarns the yarn for the next row is waiting for 
you when you reach the end of one row. 

As well as allowing you to use up smaller 
amounts of yarn in a garment, working one-row 
stripes is an effective way of combining yarns in 
unusual colour combinations or improving the 
feel or drape of various yarns. Sample 1 was 
knitted using two yarns that were left over from 
previous projects and another yarn that I bought 
to knit for someone else who then wanted 
another colour. One yarn was a luxury merino 
wool and alpaca mix in a solid colour, one was a 
merino wool and milk fibre mix in a space-dyed 
colour combination and the third yarn was a 
wool/acrylic blend in a solid colour. 

I didn't have enough of the wool/alpaca yarn 
to make a whole garment and when I knitted 
the garment in the wool/milk fibre yarn I had 
problems with the colour pooling. The third 
yarn was a basic yarn in a colour that I would 
not have chosen for myself. The three yarns 
were from a similar colour range so I decided 
to try knitting them in one-row stripes. The 
alpaca and milk fibre content of two of the yarns 
improved the handle and drape of the swatch 



and the combination of two solid colours with 
the space-dyed yarn reduced the likelihood of 
colour pooling in the garment. 

The swatch has been knitted in several 
stitch patterns: garter stitch, moss stitch, 
reverse stocking stitch and a knit and purl 
checkerboard pattern. Working in textured 
stitch patterns also helps the three colours 
blend together to give an overall colour effect 
rather than one-row stripes. 

Sample 2 was worked with two red yarns. 



one a pure wool and the other an alpaca yarn, 
and a third yarn was a skein of silk in a yellow/ 
gold colour that had then been hand-dyed. The 
hand-dyed yarn in the skein didn't look very 
exciting but I thought the colour combinations 
might be improved if it was combined with 
other colours, in this case with two reds. I 
decided to knit the swatch in the traditional 
Feather and Fan pattern as this lace pattern 
gives the knitting a feeling of movement and 
the placing of the yarns in the pattern repeat

changes over several repeats, making a visually 
interesting pattern. The combination of the 
three yarns also made a fabric that feels nice to 
handle. The wool yarn gives the sample more 
body so that the knitting doesn't get too limp. 

In Sample 3 I combined three yarns of 
different fibres and textures. One yarn was a 
smooth bamboo, one was a brushed acrylic 
and the third yarn was a tufted rayon yarn, which 
was also hand-dyed. Tufted yarns can be quite 
hard and feel uncomfortable when knitted so 
I thought combining this yarn with other yarns 
would add softness to the finished fabric. The 
bamboo yarn is smooth and silky but one of 
the problems with bamboo fibre is that it has 
a tendency to stretch. By combing it with two 
other yarns that are less likely to stretch the 
finished fabric should be more stable. The third 
yarn I chose was to add softness to both the 
look and feel of the finished fabric. The two solid 
colour yarns were similar colours to each other 



and also matched some of the colours in the 
hand-dyed yarn, allowing the colours to blend 
well with occasional sections of contrast colours. 

I do like using long colour change yarns but 
they can be more challenging to work with than 
solid colour yarns. Sample 4 was knitted from 
three different long colour change yarns. Two 
of the yarns were cotton and one was bamboo. 
In each yarn there were sections of colour that 
matched sections of colour in the other two 
yarns. I decided to work the swatch just in garter 
stitch to see how the colours combined. I felt 
the colours worked well together and as each 
yarn had different colour lengths I was unlikely 
to get a regularly repeating colour combination. 

Sample 5 was the first sample I worked when 
swatching for the Checkerboard gansey design 
in this issue. I was working on the colour idea 
of monochrome so was using one yarn that 
was dark to mid tone, one that was mid tones 
and one that was light tones. The dark to mid 



and mid tones yarns had sections where the 
colours were almost the same, so they would 
blend together, but the light-toned yarn was 
very much lighter than the other two yarns. The 
combination was interesting but I felt the light 
colour dominated too much for what I wanted. 

I found a mid grey alpaca yarn, which 
I decided to try in place of the light yarn. 
Sample 6 is the swatch knitted with the alpaca 
yarn replacing the light tone yarn used in 
Sample 5. I felt this alpaca yarn combined 
better with the other two colours and it also 
added a silky feel to the fabric making it quite 
soft, silky and light even though two of the 
yarns are chunky weight. 

These are just some of the ways you can 
combine yarns to change the look and feel 
of your knitted fabric by playing the odds. •

Knitting4Fun DK Alpaca 100% alpaca 
(approx 200m per lOOg) 

2[2;2;2:2:2:3:3] x lOOg skeins DKG Mid Grey (C) 

1 pair each 5mm and 6mm needles 
Stitch holders 
Row counter 

Note: Yarn amounts given are based on average 
requirements and are approximate. 

TENSION 

17 sts and 23 rows to 10cm over st st using 6mm 
needles and working 1 row in each 
colourthroughout. 

Use larger or smaller needles if necessary 
to obtain correct tension.

PATTERN NOTES 

All 3 yarns are used throughout the garment 
as foils: 

Workl row A. 

Pick up B and work 1 row. 

Pick up C and work 1 row at the end of which 
you are ready to pick up A again to work the 
next row. 

The yarns are carried up the side of the work. 
Take care not to pull up the new yarn too tightly 
as this will cause the side seams to be short. 

The cast on is worked in A using the Channel 
Island or Knotted Edge Cast on as foils: 

Pull out a length of yarn (approx 3 times 
the required length of the cast on and then 
doubled) and make a slip loop near the ball 
end of the length you have pulled out. 

The long tail will be used doubled. Put the slip 
loop on the RH needle. The tail end is doubled 
and held in left hand. 

*Pass the single knitting yarn under RH needle 
and over it to make a stitch. Using the doubled 
tail end (held in your left hand) twist it around 
the left thumb twice in an anticlockwise 
direction. Put the RH needle point under both 
loops around the thumb and knit off with the 
single knitting yarn to make a new stitch on 
the RH needle. Pull the double yarn through 
carefully until firm to make a knot.* 

Repeat from * to * for required number of cast 
on sts counting yarn overs as well as the sts.

Rows 9, 11, 13 and 15: K2[3:6:8:2:2:4:6],

Row 5: Kl, (k2tog, yo, kl, yo, skpo, kl) to end, 
end last patt rep k2. 

Row 7: K2tog, (yo, k3, yo, sk2po) to last 6 sts, 
yo, k3, yo, skpo, kl.

Slip 13 sts to 3.75mm needle, cont in patt as 
set, using the lengths of yarn, re-join new yarn 
at beg of next row, (the join will be in the band 
seam) until you have worked 30 rows from last 
button hole (9 pink stripes on WS). 

Next row (RS): Using A, patt 5, cast off next

Work 7cm (2.75in) of Tweed Patt ending on 
Row 4 of patt.

Sew buttons onto button band, counting the 
stripes on the wrong side of the band to make 
sure they match the button holes. 

Sew a button to the cuff so that it is on your little 
finger side of the cuff. Sew in all loose ends. •

PATTERN NOTES 

When working the charts note that there are 
an odd number of rows in Chart B so Row 1 will 
alternate being a RS then a WS row. 

Use the Fairlsle method taking great care not 
the pull the yarn too tightly over the body of the 
sheep on the WS, instead twist the yarns and 
carry over at the back to avoid snagging later. 

BACK 

With 3.25mm needles and A cast on 
114[122:130:138:146:154] sts. 

Rib row 1: K2, (p2, k2) to end. 

Rib row 2: P2, (k2, p2) to end. 

These 2 rows form rib. 

Work a further 20 rows. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Work in patt from Chart A. 

Rowl: Work 7[1:5:9:3:7] sts before patt rep,

TO FINISH OFF 

join shoulder seams using 3 needle cast off 
as foils: 

Place Front and Back with RS together, using 
a 3rd needle knit together the 1st st on the front 
needle with the 1st st on the back needle. 

Do the same with the next st on each needle. 
You will have 2 sts on your right needle. Cast off 
the 1st st and cont as before to end of row.

Using a 3mm crochet hook and C make a 50cm 
(20in) chain.

Thread a strand of A over 2dc, then under 2dc 
along the length of the chain. 

Tie the chain in a bow as shown in the image 
and stitch to the Right Front 2cm (.75in) in 
from border 1. #

Repeat Rows 1 to 2 until there are 6 sts 
remaining, ending with row 2. 

Next row: Knit. 

Next row: Purl. 

Repeat Row 1 (4 sts). 

Cast off in purl. 

Weave in the end on the purl side and trim. 

Using the end from the cast on sts, whipstitch 
the tummy to the front of the Fox. 

Make sure the front of the Fox faces the 
opposite way to the Hen. 

HEAD 

Using 4mm needles and yarn B, cast on 9 sts, 
placing 3 sts on each of three double-pointed 
needles, join to work in the round, being careful 
not to twist the stitches. 

Place a stitch marker on the first stitch. 

Round 1: Knit. 

Round 2: Kfb in each st (6 sts per needle, 

18 sts total). 

Rounds 3 and 4: Knit. 

Round 5: Kfb in each st (12 sts per needle, 

36 sts total). 

Place a marker on Round 5. 

Knit every round until the head measures 3cm 
(1 .25in) above the stitch marker on Round 5. 

Shape head 

Round 1: (k4, k2tog), repeat to the end of the 
round (10 sts per needle, 30 sts total rem). 

Rounds 2 to 3: Knit. 

Round 4: (k3, k2tog), repeat to the end of the 
round (8 sts per needle, 24 sts total rem). 

Rounds 5 to 7: Knit. 




At this point, place the end from the cast-on 
stitches on a yarn needle. Sew to close the 
hole. Weave in end and trim. Stuff the head and 
continue to add stuffing as you work. 

Round 8: (k2, k2tog), repeat to the end of the 
round (6 sts per needle, 18 sts total rem). 

Rounds 9 to 11: Knit. 

Round 12: (kl, k2tog), repeat to the end of the 
round (4 sts per needle, 12 sts total rem). 

Round 13: Change to yarn E, knit. 

Round 14: (kl, k2tog, kl), repeat on each needle 
(3 sts per needle, 9 sts total rem). 

Finish stuffing. Thread end of yarn through the 
remaining sts and tighten to close the hole. 
Weave in end and trim. Place the end from the 
top of the body on a yarn needle. Whipstitch 
the head to the top of the body. Weave in end 
and trim. 

EARS 

OUTER EAR (MAKE 2) 

Using two 4mm double-pointed needles and 
yarn E, working back and forth in rows, 
cast on 5 sts. 

Rowl: Knit. 

Row 2: Purl. 

Row 3: Knit. 

Row 4: Purl. 

Row 5: Ssk, kl, k2tog (3 sts rem). 

Row 6: Purl. 

Row 7: K3tog through the back loops. 

Cut the yarn and pull the end through the 
remaining stitch. Weave in end and trim. 

Inner ear (make 2) 

Using two 4mm double-pointed needles and 
yarn A, working back and forth in rows, 
cast on 3 sts. 

Rowl: Knit. 

Row 2: Purl. 

Row 3: K3tog through the back loops. 

Cut the yarn and pull the end through the 
remaining stitch. Weave in end and trim. 

TO FINISH OFF 

Place the inner ear on top of the outer ear with 
the purl sides together. 

Place the end from the inner ear cast-on stitches 
on a yarn needle. 

Whipstitch the inner ear to the outer ear. 

Pull the end in between the layers and trim. 

Place the end from the outer ear cast-on stitches 
on a yarn needle. 

Whipstitch the ear to the top of the head. 

Eyes 

Using yarn A, sew 2 tiny horizontal straight 
stitches for each eye. Using yarn E, sew a tiny 
vertical straight stitch in the centre of each eye. 

Paws (make 4) 

Using 4mm needles and yarn E cast on 9 sts, 
placing 3 stitches on each of three double- 
pointed needles. Join to work in the round, 
being careful not to twist the stitches. 

Place a stitch marker on the first stitch. 

Rounds 1 to 3: Knit. 

Cut the yarn, leaving a 15cm (Gin) end, and place 
the end on a yarn needle. 



Pull the end through the remaining stitches and 
tighten to close the hole. Pull the end to the 
inside and instead of trimming the end, wind up 
the rest and stuff the paw. 

Place the end from the cast-on edge on 
a yarn needle. 

Whipstitch the top paws to the upper sides 
of the tummy. 

Whipstitch the lower paws to the lower front 
of the tummy. 

Pull all ends to the inside and trim. 

Tail 

Using 4mm needles and yarn B, cast on 9 sts, 
placing 3 sts on each of three double-pointed 
needles, join to work in the round, being careful 
not to twist the stitches. 

Place a stitch marker on the first stitch. 

Round 1: Knit. 

Round 2: (kfb, kl, kfb), repeat to the end of the 
round (5 sts per needle, 15 sts total). 

Knit every round until the tail measures 4cm 
(1 .25in) from the cast-on edge. 

Change to yarn A and knit 4 rounds. 

Stuff the tail lightly. 

Shape tail 

Round 7: (k3, k2tog), repeat on each needle 
(4 sts per needle, 12 sts total rem). 

Round 8: (k2, k2tog), repeat on each needle 
(3 sts per needle, 9 sts total rem). 

Round 9: (kl, k2tog), repeat on each needle 
(2 sts per needle, 6 sts total rem). 

Thread yarn through the remaining stitches and 
tighten to close the hole. 

Place the end from the cast-on stitches on 
a yarn needle. 

Whipstitch the tail to the lower centre of the back. 
Tuck the Fox inside the Hen. #

To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

I made a Fairisle jumper with nine 
different shades of blue. Sadly it was 
so heavy I rarely wore it. I love the 
modern yarn Crofter by Sirdar, as the 
dye technique really does imitate Fairisle 
with none of the weight or the tears! 

Calypso: Years ago I mixed a lot of 
Icelandic patterns and used up all 
my yarn scraps. I used more than 10 
colours, less than 15 1 guess. . . The 
pullover was great hut I lost it on one 
of my trips. I should try to do it again. 

I remember I used Holst Garn mostly. 

Julie: I was 18 years old and broke. 

I took an old skirt pattern, eight panels, 
and cut up various old but extremely 
beautifully coloured pieces of clothing.

run diagonally round the socks ratherthan 
straight as illustrated. Please could you check 
that the pattern row 3 is correct?

A Having cast on your 72 sts (with 24 sts on 
each needle) and worked the first 2 rows the 12 
St lace pattern is established on Row 3 with *k2.

sk2po, k4, yo, kl, yo, k2 and this is correct. It's 
then followed by a knit row and it's repeating 
these 2 rows that forms the main body of the 
sock. You will however find that when it comes 
to Row 5 the central double decrease created 
by working 'sk2po' appears to move one stitch 
to the right. This means that when you need to 
k2 then skpo over the following 3 sts the whole 
pattern row shifts 1 stitch to the left causing the 
pattern to spiral around the sock rather than

sitting in straight columns (see Pic 1). 

To keep the columns of lace straight work the 
first 4 rows as instructed by the pattern. When 
it comes to Row 5 you'll still be working in the 
pattern as established by Row 3 but this time 
knit to within 1 st of the previous central double 
decrease. Work the 'skpo' over the next 3 sts 
and continue in pattern as set to the end of the 
row. As you continue to knit the sock you'll find 
that whilst the beginning of your round shifts, all 
the decreases and yarn overs stay in the same 
place creating straight vertical lines of pattern 
(see Pic 2). As the pattern suggests use a stitch 
markerto mark the beginning ofthe round. 

It's position moves around the 3 needles but 
remember to restore it to the original position 
after 12cm for shaping the heel. 



Which app? 

Q I've just treated myself to an iPhone and 
wondered if you could recommend any apps 
for knitting? 

Sarah Hearke by email 

A Well I have to admit that there's something of 
a split in my house when it comes to smart 
phones. On the one hand sits my husband, 
who's a sworn Apple fan with his MacBook, iPad 
and iPhone whilst I work on a PC and have 
recently treated myself to a Nokia Lumia. So 
whilst I can't personally recommend apps that 
are specific to your iPhone I can tell you what's 
on my phone at the moment. 

# Stitch (www.stitch-app.com) is an app 
which allows me to access my Ravelry details so 
that I can easily update my stash, projects (both 
queued and finished), upload new photos and 
view free patterns. It's a free open source app, 
which means that it's constantly being worked 
on and improved. It's not only easy to use but 
works really well with the Windows interface so 
it looks really slick. 
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#Uknit (available to download from uknit. 

github.io) is brilliant for when you're knitting on 
the go as it includes a ruler, swatch calculator, 
yards to metres convertor and row counter that 
allows you to add and save the row counts for a 
number of projects at a time. 

• Row Up was the first a pp I downloaded. 

It's a simple row counter that allows you to 
choose whether it counts from or back to zero, 
add repeats and create several projects at a 
time, which are saved to the app when closed. 

• Lastly I'm trialling Craft Measure, which again 
is handy when you're out and about and may not 
have all your usual notions with you. It includes a 
knitting needle and crochet hook gauge 
(although it only measures crochet hooks up to 
7mm which seems a bit of a shame), a gauge ruler 
and standard ruler in both imperial and metric 
measurements. Both Row Up and Craft Measure 
can be downloaded from www.windowsphone. 
com/en-gb/search?q=knitting or search the 
iTunes AppStore. 



Shaping the sleeve head 

Q I am currently knitting the Funnel neck top by 
Sian Brown in issue 114, April 2013 and would 
like some clarification of the instructions for 
the sleeve head. Following the casting off at 
the beginning of the next 2 rows to shape the 
sleeve top there is a decrease row and then it 
says rep the last 2 rows. I presume this means 
a decrease row followed by a purl row rather 
than a row with additional casting off at the 
beginning of the row? 

Anne Douglas, by email 

A Sian Brown used Debbie Bliss' Angel yarn for 
her Funnel neck top, which is a beautifully simple 
raglan sleeved design. Once the underarm 
stitches have been cast off at the beginning of 
Rows 1 and 2 the next row sets the decreases 
for the raglan shaping. Having had a look over

the pattern it does indeed look as though 
there should have been a straight purl row 
immediately afterwards. It's these 2 rows that 
should be repeated to shape the sleeve head 
until you reach 29 sts. So for example, 
if you're knitting the smallest size you're left 
with 69 sts after the underarm casting off. 
Once you've set the decreases on these initial 
2 rows you'll need to knit a further 19 repeats 
before shaping the top of the sleeve.

And lastly an oops... 

Back in issue 118, August 2013 I replied to a 
query from Melanie Olivant who was having a 
bit of trouble knitting the Grecian Turn stole by 
Cathy Carron in the Spring Shawls supplement 
with issue 114, April 2013. Well I think I must 
have been having a bit of a 'senior moment' 
when I wrote this reply. Despite writing that Row 
2 of the pattern decreases each repeat by 2 sts I 
neglected to say that this was due to the central 
double decrease which should have been 
worked (sll, k2tog, psso) not by simply sll, k2, 
psso. Thanks to Linda Rumsey who pointed 
out my hiccough and I'm pleased to say that 
Melanie sent me an in progress pic of the stole 
which shows she's getting on fine.

N eighbours are funny things. They live 
within such close proximity to you, in 
my case a wall or a ceiling separated us, 
but often you know little about them or indeed 
hardly see them at all. 

The old lady that lived next door to us died 
a few weeks ago. She lived in the bottom flat 
with the garden next to ours, so we would often 
see her pottering about in the garden, filling 
the bird feeder and putting her washing out to 
dry. Although she was almost completely deaf, 

I always said "hello" when I saw her and would 
attempt to have a conversation. Often it was 
a very confused one where she would think I 
was talking aboutthe weather when in fact I 
was talking about the roses. I knew a few things 
about her; that she was a lovely lady, who was 
devoted to the church, helped at playgroups

and set up coffee mornings for new mums. One 
day she mentioned that she was a knitter and 
although the conversation flew off on a tangent 
quickly, I think she understood that I knit too. 

When she died her stepson popped a bag of 
yarn and accessories over the fence and told me 
that she would have wanted her knitting bits to 
go to a good home. It was a lovely gesture and 
I was very excited to open up the bag. But as I 
went through it, I felt a mix of emotions for the 
nice lady these things belonged to. 

It made me smile to read through her 
handwritten pattern notes. It was like finding 
buried treasure when I pulled out the button 
box as I have a particular weakness for buttons. 
Then there was a mystery element when I found 
a beautifully engraved old tin with an inscription. 
I wondered where it came from, what it was 
originally used for and how she had come to 
own it. I also felt joy at an old cigar box filled 
with pretty cotton reels. It was straight out of 
the pages of a lifestyle magazine without the 
fakery. There were sad little piles of fabric cut 
out into pattern pieces that will never be sewn. 
And some truly laugh-inducing old knitting and 
sewing patterns. I also felt a little bit guilty as 
she hadn't authorised me to look through these 
personal things. It felt like snooping. 

But I felt particularly sad when I pulled out a 
half-knitted square, with a small stack of identical 
squares underneath it. She was obviously 



making them for someone. Perhaps it was for a 
charity, or even for herself? Right then I made 
a promise to myself that I would finish the final 
square for her and send them to one of the many 
charities that collects them for worthy causes. 

I'm hoping that is what she would have wanted. 

Keeping a few things for myself I offered the 
rest around my knitting group and as they were 
passed around the circle with people laughing 
about, being excited by and generally enjoying 
the stash, I felt like she would have been 
pleased that her knitting supplies had gone to 
a loving home like this, rather than potentially 
into a skip. If I had to choose a way for my stash 
to go it would definitely be this way; into the 
hands of appreciative knitters.
